SOME VIEWS FROM BLAINE. 


in Which He Dissents From His 
Party Friends. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—[Special.]—Judge 
Stewart reached here this morning. He says 
he feels quite confident of being re-elected 
over Colonel Livingston. The only way Col- 
one! Livingston can defeat him, he says, will be 
by secret pledges of alliancemen in their various 
lodges, and he does not believe intelligent 
farmers will allow themselves to be voted like 


sheep. 

Judge Stewart mailed a letter to Colonel 
Livingston tonight, in which he accepted his 
invitation to stump the district together. He, 
however, says he will have to remain here 
antil the compound lard and the national elec- 
tion law bills are disposed of. Therefore he 
does not think he can return to Georgia in less 
than ten days or two weeks, and in the mean- 
time he hopes Colonel Livingston will hold 
off. He thinks that they can get better hear- 
ings from the farmersin two weeks than now, 
as in that time they will have “laid by”’ their 
born. 

MR. BLAINE DISSENTS. 

Mr. Blaine had a long conference this after- 
noon, with one of the leaders of the republican 
side of the senate, on the subject of pending 
legislation. From what he said, it is evident 
the views of the man from Maine are in con- 
flict with the policy of the republican party 
jeaders in the house. Indeed, Mr. Blaine did 
not hesitate to say that the republican party 
was adopting a course which was all wrong, 
and that if carried out, would result in an 
pverwhelming defeat for his party. In the 
first place, Mr. Blaine said he could not under- 
stand what had influenced the gentlemen who 
prepared the tariff bill, which recently passed 
the house, to give a bounty of twocentsa 
pound on sugar. 

“What are we going to pay it with?’ he 
asked. 

He thought it a great mistake. The cotton- 
planters of the south,he said, had just as much 
right to demand and get a bounty on their cot- 
ton crop. The sugar-planters are now making 
more money than the cotton-planters, and 
would make even more with sugar on the free- 
list. Ifthisis given, other bounties will, of 
necessity, follow. He thought itis notin ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the constitu- 
tion, and should not be done. ‘It is almost as 
bad,”’ he said, ‘‘as this ware-house bill, which 
the farmers are demanding. It does seem that 
the people of the country now, expect the 
government to do everything for them, and 
this sentiment ought to be nipped in the bud. 

“Why, ’ said the great statesman, ‘‘I cannot 
understand what is coming over 
our menin the house. They certainly are act- 
ing withouteither conservatism or thought.”’ 

Again he said the republicans were making 
a great mistake in drifting into partisan legis- 
lation. To adopt a force bill would destroy the 
progress of a large section of the country with- 
out benefiting the republican party. 

“T hope,’’ he said, ‘‘that these measures will 
not go through the senate. They will injure 
more than benefit our party.” 

MB. MILLS DECLINES. 

Mr. Mills, of Texas, today resigned the posi- 
tion on theJcommittee on rules to which he was 
appointed yesterday, and the speaker  ap- 
pointed Mr. McMillin, fof Tennessee. 

As Reed would not appoint him to the first 
vacancy, caused by the death of Mr. Randall, 
Mr. Mills simply refused to take any place on 
the committee. Again, as “Mr. McMillin 1s 
his intimate friend and associate on the ways 
and ineans committee, and as Mr. |McMillni 
will be a candidate for speaker of the next 
democratic house, Mr. Mills wanted to give 
this boom for the place, believing the position 
on rules would help him in his race. ; 

USING THE VETO. 

President Harrison has begun to use his veto 
pen very freely on southern public building 
bills. He today vetoes the Tuscaloosa Dill 
appropriating $40,000 for a building at that 
thriving Alabama town, and he will continue 
to veto bills for southern democratic towns, 
while the northern republican bills will prob- 
ably be allowed to slip through. 

THE SEED BILL. 

Post-master Locke, of{Macon, has succeeded 
in getting Mr. Wanamaker to allow him five 
additional mailfcarriers for the Macon post- 
dflice. 

When the agricultural appropriation Dill 
was under consideration in the house today, an 
effort was made to adopt an amendment to 
have the agricultural department to distribute 
the seeds to be given away. It was, however, 
voted down, and the members will continue to 
send out seed to their favored constituents. 
Now is the time for all who want them for 
next season to put in their orders with the 
members.

SENATORS AND THE SILVER BILL. 


& Discussion of the Senate Bill by Messrs. 


Evarts, Vance and Morgan. 
WASHINGTON, June 12.—Mr. Edmunds 


offered a resolution (which went over until! 


tomorrow) appointing Edward K: Valentine 
sergeant-at-arms of the senate, to take office 
June 30, 1890. 

The remonstrances of importers of Havana 
bigars against schedule F, of the McKinley 
bill, and of the Patrons of Husbandry against 
free hides, were presented and referrod to the 
finance committee. 

Among the bills reported from the commit- 
tees and placed on the calendar were two sen- 
ste bills to amend the polygamy laws. 

CHANGES IN THE PENSION BILL. 

Mr. Dayis presented the conference report 
on the dependent pension bill. In reply to 
Questions by different senators, Mr. Davis said 
that as to dependent parents, all the change 
made by the bill from the existmg law§saw,

SENATOR EVARTS ON SILVER. 

The senate silver bill was then taken up and 
Mr. Evarts addressed the senate. He said the 
diverse action of the house and senate had 
narrowed the question substantially to the free 
coinage of silver—the opening of the mints of 
the United States to the bullion of the world 
-~a step of much gravity, and which would 
have wide consequences, whether of good or 
evil; a step not easily evaded and almost irre- 
trievable. With a difference in ratios (155 in 
arene and 16 in this country) that measure 
would be utterly impracticable, especially 
if it was desired also to cause 
the opening of mints abroad to silver. The 
proposition to receive silver bullion over the 
counter of the treasury, and to pay for itin 
certificates, leaving the transaction at the will 
of the owner of tle bullion had never approved 
itself to his judgment. He regarded it as being 
a step backward. Money could never be 
safely treated as a commodity. It was not to 
be treated as anything but the force and pro- 
pulsion of circulation. 

A PLEA FOR THE FARMER. 

Mr. Vance next addressed the senate. He 
did not remember, since he had been in the 
senate, any questien that had been so ably 
and thoroughly discussed, or that was of higher 
importance to the people than that now under 
consideration. Nothing was better established, 
he said, than the fact of the necessity of more 
money for the progress and prosperity of the 
country. The wealth of the world had in- 
creased ten-fold, while the output of precious 
metals had kept pace neither with the growth 
of wealth nor of population. In consequence 
of ‘this deficient circulation, the prices 
of all products were lower than 
they ever had been, beforc— 
alithongh the prices of wages had kept up 
owing to labor unions and other causes. Those 
who had suffered most from the depreciation 
of silver were the agricultural classes of the 
country. The farmers were so indebted that, 
if there was no aid given in the wep of in- 
creasing the circulation, a large proportion of 
them were doomed to bankruptcy and ruin. 
The tariff law had contributed largely to the 
impoverishment of the farmers by its opera- 
ting in the restriction of the foreign market. 
The insanest probitem ever produced 
was the curtailing of money by 
demonetizing silver at a time when the wealth 
of the business of the world had increased ten- 
fold. In order that there might be no misap- 
prehension as to his position, and that no one 
should ask on which side of the question he 
was, he desired to state that he favored the un- 
limited coinage of silver money,and the restor- 
ation of silvef as it was before it was demone- 
tized. He believed that it was only aquestion 
of courage, and that if the United States made 
a beginning in opening the door tothe unlim- 
ited coinage of silver,the commercial countries 
of the world would follow the example. 
All classes of the community desired it. ‘he 
agriculturists desired it, and as seven-eights 
of the foreign commerce of the country was 
the product of the field and farm, why should 
not their voice be héard in the matter? There 
never has been a greater crime perpetrated 
against the American people by legislation

fabrics turned out in the factories, and there 
would be an increased activity in the ex- 
change of these products and commodities. 
Without conchfding his remarks Mr. Mor- 
gan yielded to the motion to adjourn.

THE ANTI-TRUST BILL. 


The Conference Keport Rejected by the 
House. 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—The speaker laid 
before the house a letter from Mr. Mills, of 
Texas, resigning membership on the commit- 
tee on rules, to which he was appointed yester- 
day. The resignation was accepted, and Mr. 
MeMillin, of Tennessee, appointed to fill the 
vacancy. 

A vote was then taken on agreeing to the 
conference report on the anti-trust bill, and re- 
sulted—25 to 56. 

Mr. Stewart, of Vermont, raised the point of 
no quorum, and the speaker being unable to 
count a quoram a Call of the house was or- 


dered. 

A quorum having appeared, the conference 
report was rejected—I2 to 115. 
ANOTHER CONFERENCE. 


Mr. Stewart then moved a further confer- 
ence With instructions to the house conferees 
to recede from the house amendment. His 
amendment provides that every contract or 
agreement entered into for the purpose of pre- 
venting the sale or purchase of any com- 
modity, transported from one state or territory 
to besold in another, or so contracted to be 
sold, or to prevent competition in the transpor- 
tation of persons or property from one state or 
territory into another, shall be deemed unlaw- 
ful within the meaning of this act, provided 
that contracts here enumerated shall not be 
construed to exclude any other contract or 
agreement declared unlawfulin this act. As 
agreed to in conference, this amendment was 
made to read: 

Every contract of agreement entered into for 
the purpose of preyenting competition in the 
transportation of persons or property from one 
state or territory into another, so that the rates of 
such transportation may be raised above what is 
just and reasonable, shall be declared unlawful 
within the meaning of this act. Nothing in this 
act shall be deemed.or held toimpair the powers 
of severa} states in respect to any of the matter 


in this act mentioned. 


Mr. Stewart demanded the previous question 
on his motion. Agreed to—yeas, 111; nays, 7. 
The motion was then agreed to—yeas, 106; 
nays, 98. 
THE MILITARY ACADEMY BILL. 
The conference report on the military 


academy bill was agreed to.

HOLD A LARGE MEETING IN GAL- 
VESTON TO 


PROTEST AGAINST M’KINLEY'S BILL. 


They Pass a Series of Kesolutions—State Con- 
ventions in Missouri, Maine and Other 
States—Political News Generally. 


GaLvrEston, Tex., June 12.—The National 
Wool-growers convention met here yesterday, 
A. E. Shepard presiding. The following ‘res- 
olutions were adopted: 

Resolved, That an amendment to the McKinley 
bill should bé tnade by the senate which shall pro- 
vide substantially that all foreign wools haying 
any cross or admixture of merino or English 
blood shall be classified so as to pay the duties 
imposed upon clas# one or class twoof wools 
according to the nature of the cross or admixture, 
and that the secretary of the treasury be required 
to reinove all samples now in the custom-houses 
of the United States for the purpose of classifying 
foreign wools for duty, substituting new samples 
in accordance with the principles above stated. 

Resolved, also, That paragraph 383 in the McKin- 
ley bill be amended by striking out the proviso 
contained therein, and that paragraph 608 be 
changed by striking out the words, “Russian 
camel,”’ 

That we earnestly recommend that any further 
changes that may be made in the McKinley bill 
Shall be only such as will give to the wool-growers 
of the United States proteetion on wool as grown 
by American fluck-masters. 

That we protest tee cg wager A against any law 
that willin terms or by implication permit wool 
to be imported in any other than in its natural 
condition as shorn from sheep, except as washed 
or scoured in unbroken fleeces. 

Another resolution was adopted deprecating 
decimation of ewe flocks west of the Missis- 
sippi by killing them for market instead of 
holding them for breeders. Present ofticers 
were re-elected. The convention meets next 
year in Kansas. 


DOWD WILL BE THE MAN. 


Political Maneuvering in the Sixth North 
Carolina District. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., June 12.—[Special.]— 
While it is true that the sixth congressional 
district of this state can have only one repre- 
sentative in congress, its local strife has spread 
all over the state and fired the farmers up to 
fever heat. Now that the doubt about Colonel 
Ham C. Jones’s candidacy is dispelled by 
his card in the daily paper owned by 
a corporation of which he is _ president, 
political owiseacres have decided that 
Jones has not a ghost of achance, that 8S.

THE INDIANS ARE HUNGRY 


And Are Causing Trouble in Montana— 
Troops Sent to the Scene. 

Cuicaco,; June 12.—A dispatch from St. 
Paul, regarding the Indian excitement in Mon- 
tana, says: General Ruger, commander of 
the department of Dakota, has advices from 
Tongue river, Custer and Keogh, that the In- 
dians are in an excited frame of mind over a 
shortage of subsistence and that alarm exists 
among the settlers, but that he has no infor- 
mation of an uprising, and does not believe in 
the number of murders reported.. There are 
now four compatiies of cavalry at ‘Tongue 
river, in command of Major Carroll, and three 
companies of infantry from Fort Keogh are on 
their way to the same spot, due to arrive Fri- 
day. There were nine hundred Cheyennes on 
the reservation and about 2,000 Crows on the 
adjoining reservation, and there had been fre- 
quent taunts made that the Indians would 
soon be cleared off. The result has been to 
keep the Indiansand settlers at dagger’s points 
and to foment any trivial difficulty. 

A SUFFICIENT FORCE ON THE GROUND.

however, I do not anticipate. The June 

round-up among the cattlemen is due and the 

aris sent by Governor Toole may be for their 

pemeewoe.

COWBOYS AFTER THE REDS. 

A dispatch from Billings, Mont., says: The 
fffst man to be killed by the Cheyennes is the 
mayor at Tongue River agency. The Indians 
are now killing cattle by the hundreds. Yes- 
terday forty head were found killed onPumpkin 
creek. Four companies of infantry and one 
troop of cavairy left Fort Keogh for the scene 
of trouble. 

Men just in from Rosebud county report 
three ranch properties burned by the Indians 
and other houses shot into, bitt no people killed. 
A ome of cowboys left Rosebud last evening, 
and said they would drive the Indians back on 
the reservation without regard to troops. The 
Indians camped only eighteen miles from the 
station on Rosebud river. The cowboys, en- 
gaged in rounding up, are expected down the 
river tomorrow, and the posse which left Rose- 
bud expect to be joined by them near where 
the Indians are now laonaied. 


CIRCULAR OF A CRANK 


Who Advises the People Not to Answer 
Census Questions. 


WasnHincton, June 12.—Some days ago Su- 
perintendent Porter received copies of a printed 
circular, signed “‘Citizen,”* which has been dis- 
tributed in Asheville, N. C., calling upon the 
people to resist the intrusion upon their private 
affairs, contemplated by the census schedules. 
The circular further says: 

That a stranger to your fainily, under pry, and 
by order of the impertinent and insulting author- 
ities at Washington, will present himself at your 
house and a8k questions that would cause any 
modest woman to blush with shame and indigna- 
tion, and every man to feel that his home and 
family had been put to uncalled for insult and 
humiliation. 

People are further advised to refuse to an- 
swer the consus questions. 

Superintendent Porter paid no attention to 
the annonymous circular, which he supposed 
was merely the production of some crank until 
a letter was received from Supervisor Hard- 
wick, dated June 9th, in which he states that 
his enumerators in Asheville are having some 
trouble by the people evading them. He states 
thet they often send a servant to the door, say- 
ing: ‘*There is no one here who can give in 
the census.”’ 

The supervisor asks for instructions. Sup- 
erintendent Porter today wrote lettersto Sen- 
ator Vance and Representative Ewart, calling 
their attention to the condition 
of affairs in Asheville, as 
reported by the supervisor. He states that he 
knows of no reason forthe people of Ashe- 
ville to adopt such a course in relation to the 
census. As far as possible competent men had 
been appofnted as supervisors and enumer- 
ators, andin no case has the appointment of 
an enumerator been refused because he was a 
democrat. “He asks that they use their infin- 
ence with the people of Asheville to induce 
them to take a different view of the matter.

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ENUMERATOR WILSON KILLS JESSE 
INMAN, 


AT WHOSE HOUSE HE HAD CALLED 


To Take Census Statistics—An Old Quarrel 
Was Renewed and Wilsen Cut 
Inman’s Throat. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., June 12.—A Quincy 
special to the Times-Union says: News 


reached here late tonight of the murder of . 


Jesse Inman, by William C. Wilson, at the 
home of the former in the country, sixteen 
miles west from tewn. The men were neigh- 
bors and there had been bad blood between 
them for some time. Wilson is a-census enu- 
merator. .Today he called at Inman’s house 
officially to get statistics. 

In the course of conversation the old troubles 
came up, when Wilson accused the Inmans of 
stealing a hog from him. Inman and his 
brother thereupon attacked Wilson, one with 
a knife and the other with aclub. As soon as 
Wilson was struck, he drew his knife and 
rushed at Jesse Inman, and slashed his neck 
almost from ear to ear. 

Inman died almost instantly, and Wilson 
fled and has not been captured. All concerned 
are respectable white farmers. There is great 
excitement here, and at daylight a sheriff’s 
posse will probably go in search of Wilson. 


SUICIDE OF A CAPTAIN 


Who Had Used Up the Money Raised by 
His Company. 

GREENVILLE, 8S. C., June 10.—{Special.] 
Isaac Epton committed suicide this morn- 
ing by shooting himself through the head 
with a pistol, at his home, near Dacusville, 
Pickens county, §.C. Mr. Epton, it seems, 
mortgaged some land in which he owned only 
a small interest, and forged his brother’s name 
for its full value. The mortgage was about 
due, and the holder had _ -earned 
of Epton’s crime and sent on two 
constables to arrest him. As. the 
constables came near his house, they heard the 
pistol shot, and on entering found him dead. 
Mr. Epton was a young man of good habits, 
and well thought of by everyone, and the news 
of his crime and sad ending was a great shock 
toeveryone. He leavesa wife to whom he 
was married about a yearago. He was at the 
time of his death captain of the Dacusville 
Guards. Itis learned that he had in some 
way gotten possession of a fund his company 
had made up to go to Richmond to the unveil- 
ing of the Lee statue, and had appropriated it, 
thereby preventing them from going. 


FIRING THE BARNS. 


The Farmers of a Tennessee Community 
Afflicted. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 12.—[{Special.}— 
The farmers, in a number of middle’ Tennes- 
see counties, have lost thousands of dollars in 
the past few months from barn-burners. The 
fire fiends have been especially active in Giles 
and Lincoln counties, and, notwithstanding 
seyeral arrests and one lynching, scarcely a 
week passes without a fire. Last night Orville 
Rutledge, living near Fayetteville, in Lincoln 
county, saw aman set fireto his barn. He 
fired at him twice, and then attempted to save 
his barn, but without success, as it was de- 
stroved, causing a loss of several hundred dol- 
lars. The farmers in the neighborhood are 
greatly excited, as this is the ninth large barn 
burned in Lincoln county recently. 


CUT TO DEATH. 


The Tragedy Caused by a Wanton Wife in 
in South Carolina. 

GREENVILLE, 8. C., June 12.—[Special.}—A 
negro, named Bade Walker, was cut to death 
by another negro named Wesly Bolting, on the 
farm of J. G. Richardson, in this county, on 
Tuesday afternoon last. 

Walker was sent by his employer to Mr. 
Richardson to get a pair of oxen to pull his 
thresher. While there he went to Bolting’s 
house and began a conversation with Bolting’s 
wife. Bolting was just starting to his work, 
and as he had suspected Walker of being inti- 
mate with his wife, he hid himself and over- 
heard the conversation between them. 

As Walker started to leave he was met at 
the door by Bolting, who began cutting him 
with a pocket-knife. He was horribly cut 
about the head, neck and breast, and died ina 
few minutes.

Professor Cox called attention to the unique 
contests in crayon and dressmaking which 
were on exhibition.

Professor Cox 
also took occasion to state that the commence- 
ment had been gotten up in four weeks, 
in addition to carrying on the regular class 
work and preparing for private final examin- 
ations that had occupied the entire previous 
week.

The Grand Demonstration With Which the

They 
could be seen hurrying here and there 
in pursuit of the preparations of welcome to 
their conquering comrades. The armory on 
Broad street was the rendezvous for the Rifles 
as well as the crowds of congratulating friends. 

Early in the day the stylish ‘armory was 
given over to the hands of the decorators. 
Bunting and flowers were profusely used in 
making it refreshingly beautiful, todelight the 
home-coming conquerors. The entire front 
of the armory was hung in flags and bunting, 
and suspended from a rope stretched from the 
roof of the building to the engine-house across 
the street, hung the large flag of the company.

Many other buildings were also hung with 
flagsin honor of the Rifles, and,in fact, the 
city bore a holiday air. 

As the afternoon wore on and the hour set 
for the arrival cf the Rifles’ special train 
neared, the streets presented more animated 
scenes. The gathering military made a lively 
feature of the throngs, the flashing uniforms 
of infantry, cavalry and artillery appearing at 
every turn.

talked enthusiastically as 
they hurried to their armories, and 
by every class of citizens 
nothing else engaged conversation but the 
matchless Rifles and their gallant victory. 

Ladies smiled on the groupes of military as 
they repaired to their rendezvous, and little 
children made the streets ring with their ad- 
miring prattie. 

The throng began centering first along Wall 
and Pryor streets and round the union depot.

Pride for the gallant soldier boys throbbed 
in every heart, from the scarred veteran with 
silvered locks and the staid business man to the 
beautiful ladies and chivalrous youths, whose 
sweet smiles and proud huzzas made the day 
one of triumph and glory. 

Words can hardly convey an idea of the 
crowd, as it was massed when the Rifles’ train 
arrived, It wasinspiring in its notableness, 
grand in the reception it gave. 

Forming of the Escort, 

It was the finest military display, local in its 
nature, that Atlanta eyer turned out. 

The procession reached from Broad street 
bridge, around Marietta street, and up Peach- 
tree to the First Methodist church. 

All the military of the city, the pojice and 
fire departments turned out to greet the vic- 
torious Rifles. 

The Grady Cadets were in the line, making 
their first appearance in public, dressed in their 
handsome new fatigue uniforms.

Cheer after cheer went up as each familiar 
face appeared on the platform, and the gallant 
Rifles were literally handed from the car to 
the ground by the enthusiastic multitude. 

Each one of the victors carried a broom, tied 
with streamers of red, white and blue, and 
with a bunch of flowers at the handle. 

With these brooms Captain Spencer formed 
his company, carrying in his hand the beauti-. 
ful trophy he won by his ability as a com- 
mander—a costly diamond-studded sword. 

The company was formed by fours, and 
with their brooms and streamers fiying the 
victors marched down Wall street, in front of 
the assembled military, tothe music of grand 
old Dixie by the Zouave band.

Then the victors were driven up Pryor 
to Decatur until the line of march was 
formed.

SOME DRILLS. 

The Rifles have taken part in quite a num- 
ber of competitive contests. 

Never have they failed togcarry off a prize. 
Sometimes it was two and three. 

The first thing in the way of a contest was 
an. exhibition drill between squads of 
the «company at DeGive’s  opera-house, 
soon after its organization. This is pleasantly 
remembered by many Atlanta people and 
others, including the local military. 

Then the cothpany decided to enter the im 
ternational contest, at Washington, in ’86, 
but after making every preparation with- 
drew because negro companies were to be al- 
lowed to compete. 

At the tirst Macon encampment the Rifles 
entered their maiden contest, acting as Gover- 
nor Gordon's special escort on that occasion. 

Then came the great encampment and drill 
at Nashville, when the Atlanta Rifles, com- 
peting with a large number of the finest com- 
panies in the Country, won third prize and the 
individual prize. 

After Nashville, the company entered the 
second drill at Macon last July. 

Then second place in the interstate drill 
was won and also first prize in the squad drill, 
and first prize for the best drilled individual 
soldier, 

Last October the Rifles added additional 
laurels to their fame by carrying off second 
money in the Piedmont exposition drill. 

Then came Jacksonville only a couple of 
months ago. Everybody is familiar with that 
drill, and how the Rifles came out. 

Last of all, Kansas City. The sequel to that 
glorious victory is yet to be written. 

NOTABLE EVENTS, 

The history of the Rifles has been a series 
of successes, both socially and in®every othe 
way. 

From their debut they have been popular 
favorites; for the members were favorites in 
the social world before they organized them- 
selves into a military company. 

First was the prize drill and concert at the 
opera-house, a society event of the day.

When the constitutional centennial celebra- 
tion was held at Philadelphia the Rifles were 
selected to actas Governor Gordon’s special 
escort. The trip goes down in company history 
asoneof the most memorable events ever 
taken part in by the organization. The Geor- 
gians were received with open arms and treated 
with every consideration. 

Then came the wonderfully successful fair 
ofthe Rifles, at Concordia hall, which has 
never been exceeded in brilliancy by a similar 
event in Atlanta.

AGREAT EFFORT WILL BE MADE TO 
GETTHE ENDOWMENT. 
Judge Van Epps Talks About His Plan For 
the Lndowment of the University 
of Georgia. 


The University alumni endowment plan bids 
fair to result in & gratifying success. 

It is still booming, and the boom is growing 
beautifully. 

Jadge Howard Van Epps has received a 
number of letters from persons in different 
parts of the state commending the plan snug- 
gested by him for providing a fund for the 
permanent endowment of the University of 
Georg!a. 

As chairman of the Atlanta Alumni asso- 
ciation, Judge Van Epps appointed the follow- 
ing persons to attend as the Atlanta contin- 
gent: Hon. A. H. Cox, Mr. H. H. Cabaniss, 
Hon. Clark Howell, Jr, Mr. Thomas Cobb 
Jackson and Colonel John W. Grant. All of 
these gentlemen wil attend the commeneement 
exercises beginning next Sunday at Athens. 

When asked about the details of his plan 
gesterday, Judge Van Epps said: 

“There are a certain number of the alumni 
who are able and who are ready to donate cash 
gums to constitute an endowment, provided a 
gutticient amount is raised to accomplish the 
result and place the university beyond the con- 
tinvencies of the future. These genticmen are 
not willing todo so if the sum eontributed by 
them is simply to be exed out in paying sala- 
ries of chairs already starved out of usefulness 
But they are willing 
there is sufficient co-operation 
among all the alumni to constitute a sub- 
stantial endowment. The plan. that 1 have 
proposed was intended to ineet the situation of 
a larce number of alumni who were not able 
to pay in cash, all at once, their contribution 
to the University fund.” 

“How many aluicn: are there‘ 

“Tt is estimated that there are some 1,400 
alumni im the state. Of course, some of them

are advanced in years and infirm, and they, — 


with others, unable to spare «anything from 
their income to aid the university. It is safe 
to say, however, that there aré 500 aluinni in 
the state whose youth and ability as wage- 
earners would enable them to spare a 
small annual sum, paid as a premium 
upon a life insurance polhey, provided that 
much self-denial and patriotic devotion to 
their alma mater would insure her future 
glorious career. I propose that alumni to the 
numbef of tive hundred should be found, and 
ean be found, between the ages of twenty and 
fifty, who will consent to insure their lives 
for the benefit of the university, on the 
ten-payment life plan.”’ : 

‘Does the scheme take ?’’ 

“Tusurance agents all over the state have ad- 
dressed me on the subject, urging its feasibility 
and offering a considerable reduction in rates. 
The advantages of the play, are that the very 
young graduates, say twenty-one years of age, 
who have not thoroughly established themselves 
in business, will have a proportionate, small 
sum to pay, as compared with other graduates 
who have been out in the world for some time, 
and presumably deriving a larger income.”’ 

“How is that?” 

“Well, as anéxample ona proposition which 
I have before nie, for the age thirty-one, ona 
ten-payment life policy of $1,000 a graduate 
insuring his hfe for the’ benefit of 
the university would pay $38.80 perannum, 
which, inten years, would cost him $388. 
This sum is smaller than the four years’ tui- 
tion charged in first-class colleges and univer- 
sities. The University of Georgia makes 
no charges at all. It would seem 
strictly, just as well as benevolent, 
that those who had received so much benefit 
for their manhood at the knees of their alma 
mater, should contribute to this endowment; 
and if they all were faithful, and 
stood shoulder to shoulder, that the university 
at the end of ten years would have one-half 
million dollars of insurance fally paidup. I 
do not hesitate to say that the legislature of 
Georgia, without any risk to the state and 
Without the expenditure of one dollar 
of the public revenue, would doubtless 
loan its three per cent bonds, which are now 
easily floated in the market, to the university 
for its present need.” 

‘That seems fair enough.”’ 

‘But this isnotall. Inthe ten years con- 
templated by what I have said the university 
should turn out every year fifty vig- 
orous, intellectually well-equipped and 
brawny young _ fellows. Suppose it 
was a part of the morale of the graduating 
class that each member, on leaving the knees 
of his alma mater, at which he received full 
tuition, should feel it an obligation of honor to 
insure his life for her benefitin the sum of 
$1,000, and should honorably keep up his 
small annual payments to pay up such policy. 

“What would be the resul ?’’ 

“The result would be in a short time that 
one half million dollars more would be poured 
into the coffers of the university.” 

“Is the scheme possible ?”’ 

“The answer is the putting of another ques- 
tion; ‘Is the feeling of loyal devotion to 
the university deep enough and 
wide-spread enough to insure 
the number of men acting in co-operation that 
I have indigated, to submit to such small self- 
denial for the period of ten years? 

“The scheme is intended to meet the situa- 
tion of the poorer graduates, men who can- 
not all at once spare $1,000 or $5,000. 
There are some who can and 
will if all will do their part. 

‘For instance, I have $11,000 in cash in At- 
janta that can be obtained if all will do their 
part. 

‘I do not think it is fair to load all of this en- 
dowment upon those who have prospered in 
this world’s goods. I believe they are ready to 
contribute liberally if all will co-operate so as 
to make the entire sum a practical and liberal 
endowment. If all will co-operate the Uni- 
versity of Georgia can take its place in the 
not distant future by the side of Yale and 
Harvard.”

IT WANTS MORE MONEY FROM THE 
LAND SCRIPT FUND. . 


A Committee Before the Board of Trustees 
at Athens Yesterday—The Money 
Question. 


The branch colleges of the state university 
want more money. . 

Cuthbert college is especially anxious to ge 
a larger division of the funds, and is putting 
in its claim most actively. 

Mayor Robert L. Moye, ®f Cuthbert, and 
Mr. O. A. Barry, representing the branch 
college at that place, passed through Atlanta 
last night on their way from Athens, 
where they appeared before the board of trus- 
tees at their annnal meeting yesterday. 

The purpose of their. visit was to ask the 
trusteés to give them $2,000 annually to sus- 
tain the Cuthbert branch college. They claim 
that this amount isstipulatedin the cconiract 
between the university and the Cuthbert col- 
lege as the annual division of the land seript 
fund, and they insist on having it paid them 
as agreed to in the contract. 

At present the branch colleges, excepting 
Dahlonega, are paida certain amount per 
capita on the number of male studentsin at- 
tendance. ¢ 

This reduction was made several years ago 
when the new chairs were added to the agri- 
cultural college at Athens, the expense being 
such as to take away much of the 
annual division of the land script 
fund that had been given hitherto to the 
branch eolleges. 

WHERE THE TROUBLE LIES. 

The whole trouble lies in the parsimony of 
the funds that support the university. 

The trustees found it impossible to give 
the branch colleges $2,000 per 
annum as they had done from the 
start, and Mr. Moye says the _ chances 
are that the Cuthbert fund will be still fur- 
ther reduced next year unless the trustees ar- 
range to reduce the expenses of the Athens 
agricultural college. 

‘The reason for it is,’’ says Mr. Moye, ‘‘that 
for the past year the experimental station has 
paid the university $5,500 for the use 
of its scientilitic departments. 

“This rental, so to speak, will be withdrawn 
after this year, and Chancellor Boggs thinks 
that little or no money will be had to give to 
the branch colleges, We think, however, that 
we are entitled toit by contract, whatever 
may be the condition of the state college at 
Athens, and to assert this claim was our mis- 
sion before the trustees today. They heard 
our Claims with a consideration that is prom- 
ising.
